It is a cheer- 
ful sign of the times. An extra census bulletin 
just issued shows Georgia to be the largest southern 
state. The faulty census of 1870 gave Florida about 
one thousand more square miles than Georgia. 
But the figures of the last census are 
Georgia, 58,980 squure miles; Florida, 54,240 square 
miles. The census of 1870 merely — the old 
estimates of the areas Which were made from very 
imperfect calculations. Recent United States sur- 
veys and careful computations show that the last 
figures are about as nearly correct as they can be 
made. They make Georgia the largest state east of 
the Mississippi river.

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Mr. Chalmer’s Bill. 
WASHINGTON, December 16.—The following is the | 
bill introduced in the 


house to-day. 

Section 1 provides for the issue of $360,000,000 of | 
United States treasury notes, which shall have the 
same legal tender qualities asare now given to nha 
tional bunk notes, 

Section 2 provides that any bank, national, state 
or private, shall be relieved from tax on its deposits 
and from stamp tax on itschecks, whenever it will 
exchange with the United States treasury all the 
national bank notes it may have on 
hand at the time, and enter into contract 
to make monthly exchanges with the treasurer of | 
all national bank notes it may receive for treasury 
notes hereby issued. The national bank which | 
shall] make such an exhange shall be relieved frem | 
taxation on circulation, and may hold thetreasury | 
notes herein described asits reserve fund. 

Section 3 provides that whenever $1,000 or more of | 
the national bank notes have been received into the

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‘THE FOUL PEST 


THATIS DEVASTATING THE NORTH 
AND WEST. 


Ite Ravages Throughout the Country—Precautions 
Against its Propagation— What the Physicians 
of Atlanta Have to Say on the Sub. 
ject-The Duty of the People. 


In yesterday's CONSTITUTION there were four dis- 
patches from different points in the north and west 
noting the spread of small-pox as an epidemic. 
This loathsome disease is rapidly and surely ex- 
tending over the upper half of the continentand 
exciting considerable discussion among the news 
papers and boards of health. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter on yesterday called on 
one of the most prominent physiciansin the state of 
Georgia, who has given this subject great attention 
and asked him if he would not give to the public 
some advice as to the’ prevention and management 
of the small-pox, Hesaid: 

“Tam glad you came for I have been thinking 
very seriously on the subject for the past week or 
two. I should not have volunteered my views but 
since you have asked for them I don’t feel justified 
in declining to give them, and the public may take 
them for what they are worth.

“Can it be prevented ?”’ 

“Absolutely. There is nothing perhaps that has 
been so much discussed by the profession that is so 
little understood by the public as the theory of 
vacecination.

A Wenderful Crow Roost. 

SALEM, N. J., December 16.—On a tract of timber 
at Alloway’s Creek Neck, afew miles from here, be- 
longing to Thomas Shands, isa crows’ roost, which is 
the wonder of the neighborhood. A small crow roost 
was found several winters ago in the tract, and it 
kept growing, until it now comprisesa family of 
several thousand.

THE GREAT TRIAL. 


ATTACKING THE COMPETENCY OF 
THE JURY 


The Jurors Treated Like Prisonerse—Guiteau's Ex- 
Wife om the Witness Stand—Under a Rigid 
Cross-E inati Mrs. Garfield Goes 
Into the Discussion of the Doctors. 


WASHINGTON, December 16.—A good many ru- 
mors have been afloat relative to the incompetency 
of two of the jurors because they are in govern- 
mentemploy. It was reported this afternoon that 
while being in government employ did not dis- 
qualify aman from serving on the jury, the three 
government employes who are on the present jury 
had deelared under oath that they were not in gov- 
ernment employ and were consequently perjurers, 
An examination of the records show that the ques- 
tion was asked by Mr. Seoville in each case as to 
whether the jurymen were so employed and that 
these men answered in the affirmative. Under 
the laws of the district a man who is called 
to serve on the jury may be excused, if he 
shall so insist, on the ground that the government 
has a prior Claim to his services. If he does not in- 
sist there is nothing to prevent his being chosen, 
In these particular eases, while the facts were 
brought out that the men were in the employment 
ofthe government, it was also shown that they 
were not salaried officers, and while coming within 
the exemption asa matter of custom are not ex- 
pressly exempted by law. The district attorney 
says that there is no question as to the qualifica- 
tion of the jurors and that no trouble will arise on 
that score. The counsel on both sides agree to this. 

Some fault has been found with the court officials 
for not permitting or insisting upon proper exercise 
for the jury, in accordance with the laws of health. 
It appears that they made a request a day ortwo 
ago to be taken to certain places, among which was 
the Coreoran art gallery. The covrt notified the 
bailiff that they might be taken there if measures 
were provided to prevent them coming in contact 
with the general public. The bailiff who had 
charge of the Surratt jury said to-day that the latter 
were never taken to any place but to church 
on Sunday, and that so far ag he 
knows there is no precedent for any 
different course. That trial lasted for eight weeks. 
In connection with the Surratt trial Bailiff Hughes 
recalls a singular incident. The indictment was 
lost and the trial proceeded upon a copy printed in 
the newspapers. The printed copy was identified 
under oath asa correct one by the employes of the 
journal in which it was published. It is said the 
“urratt indictment was never found. It is not 
known whetherit was stolen or simply lost some- 
where about the “ourt room, but it has never turn- 
ed up since, 

It is said that the sum of 34,000 has been expended 
on the trial so fer, and that this will probably be 
increased to 36.000 before the close. 

Inthe Cuitean case, D, Barnard was put on 
the stand to prove the divorcee of Anna Guiteau 
from the prisoner. 

General Reynolds was then called and coneluded 
his testimony. 

Mrs. Dunmire, Guiteau’s divorced wife, took the 
stand. But few questions were asked her by the 
prosecution, and in reply to one of them she suid 
she had never noticed any signs of insanity while 
she lived with him. 

Guiteau, with a sigh of relief, thanked Mr. Cork 
hill for the sake of herchildren, and said it was 
the only decent thing he had done on the trial, but 
suggested that Mr. Porter and Mr. Davidge had 
compelled him to do so. The cross-examination 
was long and tedious 
was taken. 

Dr. Noble, a young physician at the jail where 
Guiteau is confined, related the particu’ars of sev 
eral conversations with the prisoner Av. one time 
he asked the prisoner why he ‘‘remove.l,’’ using 
the prisoner’s term, ‘‘the president’’’ fis reply 
was, ‘‘Because | was inspired by God to do so,’ 
and a little after, “If the president should die, I 
would be conyineed my inspiration was frem the 
pReits,..bitift he should recover, 1 would: be inp 
doubt off t.” 

The witness was asked if he considered the pris 
oner sane, and he replied: “‘A perfectly sane man, 
sir, and as bright, quick and intelligent’'a man 4s 
you would see in a summer day—nhot the slightest 
indication of insanity about him; alittle impatient 
of restraint at times; a little nervous as men in his 
position would be, but perfectly sane.”’ 

Mrs. Scoville suddenly rose in her place-and said: 
‘‘Your honor, I would like to ask a question of the 
witness, I considerit of vital importance to the 
case.”’ 

Guitean (impatiently)—Now, don't, sister, it’s all 
these ope apr can do to stand me without you talk- 
ing. ou are no lawyer. 

Mrs. Secoville—The question s of vital importance. 

Scoville—I prefer, your honor, that permission 
should not be given. 

Davidge—Let Mrs. Seoville suggest the question 
to her husband and we will not object. 

Mrs. Scoville (sotto voee)—Well, he don't know 
how to ask questions any way. 

Scoville—lf it were possible to place in coffee 
anything that would make him appear brighter or 
more quiet as the case might be. 

Guiteau, with a contemptuous expression, ex-

claimed: ‘‘You are examining the witness for the 


other side, ain't you, Scoville? I never saw any: 
thing so stupid as your manner of examining, this 
morning. think your lecture last night must 
have been too mach for you.’’ 

Mrs. Scoville made her question and reached 
overto hand it te her husband, when Guiteau 
sharply said to her: ‘Now, you just mind your 
business, and attend to yourown affairs. You are 
making yourself altogether too oiffticious in this 
case,’”’ 

Pending thé celloguy between Guiteau and his 
sister, the witness was permitted to depart, much to 
the disappointment, apparently of Mrs. Scoville. 

Guiteau announced that he had a little speech to 
make, and said: “I suppose I have given one thou- 
sand autographs since this trial began. It has been 
suggested that I shall charge 25 cents for them, but 
[ decline. We want money, however, for this trial. 
There are certain office-holders in the city and 
throughout the country that never would have had 
their positions but for my inspiration. I want these 
men, if they have got any consciences, to respond 
to this appealand send us some money. If they 
don’t do it, | shall speak out in meeting and give 
their names next time. Some rich men in New 
York gave Mrs. Garfield several hundred thousand 
dollars. It was a noble act, and [ appland it. Now 
I want them to give me some. I demand itin the 
name of justice and right.’’ 

THE SNARLING DOCTORS. 
The statement in writing, made by Mrs. Garfield, 
that neither the late president nor herself asked 
Dr. Bliss to take charge of the case is but putting in 
writing what she has often said to intimate friends.

Many times, she 
said, she wanted to talk to him about matters that 
it was of the greatest importance that they should 
talk about in case of death, but the doctors would 
not allow her todo so. Often the president would 
speak of dying, but those around him immediately 
stopped him and would urge him not to lose cour- 
age. lp to the hour of his death the president was 
fed with the hope that he would recover. 
Colonel Rockwell is preparing an article for pub- 
lication in one of the monthlies, giving a history of 
the president’s sickness and death.

a N.—Texan Rallroads«. 
CHicaGco, December 16.-Yt was rumored yester- 
day that the Louisville and Nashville railroad com- 
pany has obtained ¢ ontryl of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, and would )\soeon assume its man- 
agement. This acquisition will also put the J onis- 
ville and Nashville in contp®l of the Evansville and 
Terre Haute railroad, as the Eastern Illinois holds 
four-tenths of the stock, the Louisville and Nash- 
ville four-tenths, and Evansville parties two-tenths. 
This would give the Louisville and Nashvillea 
through line from Chicago to Evansville, where it 
conbects with its own system of southern roads. 
By bridging the Ohio river at Evansville, as is con- 
templated, the Louisville and Nashville 
will have a through line from Chicago to 
ail points south. The recent resignation of Mr.

Forsome time past, Bell, who was getting quite 
old, bas been of unsound mind. His family knew 
this a: 4 excised the greatest vigilance in protect- 
ing him againvst barm and used every. exertion to 
make his home pleasant and attractive. 

On Sunday night last Bell 
family were sitting around 
conversing pleasantly. His condition seemed 
better than it had been for quite a while, and the 
family was congratulating itself upon an early 
return of his reason. About so’clock he got_up 
and started towards the door, but was followed by 
one of his danghters, who is teaching in the Gate 
City colored free sec hool, and induced to return and 
retire. Late in the night he got up and, dressing 
himself, left the house without the knowledge of 
any one, and has not since been seen by any of his 
ebfldren. 

As soon as his absence was discovered search was 
instituted and continued through the night and 
the next day, but without resulting in any clue. 
Monday night the search was continued, and THE 
(ONSTITUTION’S aid in the search invoked. lin 
Tuesday s paper there appeared , description 
of Bell and the offer of a reward for his return, but 
like all other efforts, this proved furtile. Although 
success did notsmile upon them, the family Con- 
tinued to search for the old man, = and 
were thus engaged when they read the announce- 
ment of the inquest over the juuknown 
dead man at Past Point. The description of the 
dead man, although by no means ai accurate one, 
attracted the attention of the family and satistie “d 

them that this was their missing father. 

Oue of the daughters and a son at once repaired 
to the cemetery witha view to opening the grave 
in order to ascertain the truth, but were deterred 
from so doing by the absence of Mr. Bonnell. Karly 
inthe morning THE CONSTITUTION represen tative 
who was present at the inquest heard 
that the dead man Was Bill -and 
at once Visited his home in order to secure confirma- 
tion of the statement. Je found the family in 
doubt, but when he described the appearance of 
the dead man, the clothing he had on-and the hat 
found beside him, all doubt was removed and their 
worst fears were confirmed, 

After visiting the family the reporter met Mr. &. 
Martin, au employe of the West Point road, who 
said: ‘I can tell you who the dead man you found 
at Fast Point was. 1 saw him Wednesday night 
near the station there and rec ognize d him as John 
Bell, an old negro who lives on Crew atreet. When 
I saw him hewas almost naked. I asked him where 
he was going. He replied by saying that he had 
been to West Point, and was coming to Atlanta. I 
knew that he was cranky, and told him to watch 
for the trains. 1 think he went down the road, 
and was struck by the Macon train and killed.”’ 

To-day the grave will be opened and the truth 
known. At present the family ente riain no doubt 
as to the identity of the dead man, and mourn bim 
as dead. Ile was a sober. industrious, hard-working 
man, and by economy had accumuleted anice 
home, ‘Two of bis daughters are finely educated 
and are teaching school in Atlanta. 

Soon after THE CONSTITUTION reporter 
from East Point the day of the inquest, he 
met a  hackman lo whom he said: 
“Alonzo, there isa dead man ut East Point. 
bring his body up and sell it to one of the colleges. 
You Can get $20 for Rg but the driver refused tO g£O, 
and vesserday ascertained that the dead man re- 
ferred to was his father.
